SICKENING CARNAGE. 

Fatal and Serious Results of (he Explosion 
of a U. s. Powder Waggon, 

Chicago, July 17.— Exploding ahot and 
shell wrought sickening carnage nmong aol- 
diers, civilians and horses, yesterday after- 
noon on Grand boulevard, one of Chicago's 
fiueat driveways. Tho bodies of three Uni- 
ted Stutes aoldiera were pierced by project- 
iles and torn apart ao that they diod instant- 
ly, being thrown far from tho scono of 
slaughter. A fourth waa pierced by shot 
and wood and booh died after being taken 
to tho hospital. Two of tho wounded boI- 
diora aro not expected to livo. Eight moro 
woro wounded and struck with loaden or 
wooiien missiles, and half a dozen oivilinus 
wore injured. Tho disaster was caused by 
the explosion of a powder wagon which, 
with a Hotchkies gun, waa being transferred 
from the hike front to Hyde park. Tho ox- 
plosion ia supposed to have been caused by 
the fuse on tho ckiaaon, which beoamo ignitod 
by getting under a looso acrow, Tho wagon 
had just rattled acrosa tho Like Shoro rail- 
road on Fortieth streot, when a shell px- 
ploded, throwing bullets in all directirmu. 
Every pane of glasa within two blocks was 
broken. 

Many citi/.ons who followed the military 
column wero thrown to tho ground, moro or 
less bruised hy contact with tho ground, 
and their bearing temporarily taken from 
them. At least $5,000 worth of damupo 
was dono to tho properly of residents on 
both aides of the Grand boulovard for half a 
block nortli of Oakwood boulovard. Houaes 
in all tho adjoining atreeta wero also dam- 
aged. Capt. Dodd of troop F, Third cav- 
alry, from Fort Roilly, waa in command of 
tho mounted column and was riding in ad- 
vanoo. Lieutenant liyon of tho samo troop 
rodo beside him. Captain Varnum of troop 
H, Seventh cavalry, probably owes Ida lifo 
to tho fact that ho had loft hia command 
temporarily aud waa riding abreast of Capt. 
Dodd when tho torriblo cannonade shook 
tho ground liko an oarthi|uako. 



TO COMBAT ANARCHISM. 

Caprlvl and the Kaiser In t'onference-A Con- 
tinental Agreement Under 
Consideration. 

BKRUH, July 17. — Emperor William will 
sail from Bergen, Norway, on July 29 and 
will arrive on August 1 in Wilholmhaven, 
whoro he will bo mot by Chancellor Von 
Caprivi. After a two-dayB' rest in Pott3- 
dam, he will start for tho Ialo of Wight. It is 
uncortain what tho Emperor thiuks of Dr. 
Miguel's proposals for the repression of social- 
ism and anarchism. In tho oilicial circlo thoro 
ia a woll authenticated report that tho Em- 
peror, while bidding the Chancollor good- 
bye at Kiel, requoatod him to study care- 
fully tho question of repressive legislation 
againat tho revolutionists ond formulate his 
opinion on tho aubject. So far nothing in- 
dicated that tho chancellor haa joined tho 
reaction. Tho newspaporB which ho ia aup- 
poaod to inopiro atill oppoao all plana of re- 
viving 8peoial laws against socialists or 
anarchiata. The oxchangoof views between 
Berlin, Vionna, Paris and Rome has resulted 
in a common ugreemont to enfotco tho sys- 
tem of survoillunco recommended by Caprivi. 

Tho corner etouo of the Byatem ia tho hur- 
monioua co-oporation of tho polico forces in 
all four oapitala. Tho moBt effsotlve part 
of tho agreement as far as Germany is con- 
cerned, provides that any foroign anarchist 
who seekB refuge in Germany and whoso 
presenco is known to tho authorities ahull 
ho placod at onco at tho disposal of his gov- 
ernment.' In caso of expulsions tho police 
of every country to tho agreomont shall bo 
warned at onco ao that the exile may bo 
shadowed wherever hu goes. It is under- 
stood that tho lirusaela und St. PotcrBhurg 
governments will co-operate with tho other 
four to tho agreement. 

Count Hatzfeldt, German ambassador in 
London, In.s tho aBauranco of Lord Rooe- 
bery that England will help tho continental 
powers in the light againat the anarchists, 
ul though not in a position to enforce tho 
provision as to expulsion.

— A special to tho 
Commercial-Appeal from Birmingham, Alu., 
says : A ficrco battle occurred yesterday 
afternoon at 4:30 o'clock at No. li mino at 
Pratt'a Mines, between Btrikint' miners aud 
deputies, in which six mon were killed 
and nearly a Bcoro wounded. Tho full 
of the dead and maimed cannot bo 
ocured tonight, as tho bodies wero 
carried oil quickly after tho fight occurred. 

n the morning a maas meeting of striking 
miners waa held on tho creek near Pratt'a 
mines, and it was decided thut thoy would 
kill or bo killed. About tho timo when tho 
niploycs in tho mines quit, work a mob 
waa secreted in tho wooda noar by. 

Aa tho negroes uppeured ono by ono a 
hot would be sent at them and they would 
Irop to tho ground, either fatally wounded 
or dead. After tho third negro had fallen, 
tho deputies opi ned fir j aud a ficrco battle 
took place. Commander Piorce, of tho 
deputies, foil, a Winchester ball having 
pierced his body juat ubovo tho 
heart. Almost at tho sumo instant ono of 
tho strikers was Been to fall, but ho rose 
again to hia knee, and, taking aim with his 
W indicator, fired four times. Tho deputies 
kept reloading aud firing, and tho mob bo- 
gan to diaporao. Tho deputies mado a tour 
around the wounded striker, who was still 
firing, and after a time they suooeeded in 
silencing hia gun. He proved to bo a French- 
man. 

Another section of tho mob made an 
attack on a train which wua catrying tho 
negroes from mine No. 1 to their homes 
Thoro woro several guards on tho engine and 
tho attack was answered. The fitat allot from 
tho strikers went through the c ib window 
of the engine, and just missed killing the 
engineer and Superintendent Moore. Tolo- 
grama for help wero cent to the town in 
haste, ond Sheriff Morrow summoned 25 
deputies. Governor Jonea lias summoned 
tho Birmingham battalion of stato troops.

Half 
of the merchants closed their shops after tho 
last shock and have not returned to them. 
Every day shows that tho original dis- 
aster waa more serious than at firBt aup- 
posod. Tho number of deathB exceeds 200, 
and tho property loaa is immense. Tho 
morquo ut St, Sophia waa damaged, but can 
bo repaired. Apart from tho trade In food, 
there is no buying Or selling in tho city. Sir 
Phillip Currie, British ambassador here, has 
received a diapatch from Queen Victoria, 
expressing her sorrow at lhe city's mis- 
fortune und her sympathy with tho sufferers. 
He has offerod the embassy grounds for the 
use of those camping out and has opened a 
relief fund uv tho embassy. 

Cuxhaven, tho port of Hamburg, has cele- 
brated tho fivo hundredth anniversary of its 
founding. On land thero was tho ubuhI 
parade, with lloatB, and at aea a procesBion 
of forty largo stoamers patssd in review be- 
foro tho town. Thousands of visitors filled 
tho streeto. 

G'Donovan Rosaa rocoived only threo votes 
for marshal of Dublin. 

Viceroy Li Hung Chang's new gun factory 
at Hansan has beon deatroyed by tiro, in- 
volving a lose of 1,01)0,000 tuels. 

TO BE TRANSPORTED. 

CriBpi'B Hill to Confine Anarchists on an 
Island In the Bed Sea Approved. 

ROME, July 17. — In tho senate yeBterday 
tho government's anti-anarchist bill waa up- 
proved without dobato. Premier Crispi 
announced, umidst shouts of approval 
from all parts of tho ohumbor, that 
the moat dangeroua of tho anarch- 
ists under conviction und t^iso subse- 
quently convictod, would bo sent to un 
island in tho Rod Sea to bo confined. Somo 
anarchist priaonora, ho said, had already 
been Bent thero. Signor Crispi uddod that 
government agents had loft for England to 
aBaiet, the authorities in that country in 
identifying anarchiata and keoping them 
under surveillanco.

Three of tho Fuller Family Meet Their Death

On Saturday afternoon tho 
eldor of bis nieces, a young ludy 20 years 
old, went in bathing with Mr. Fabor's littlo 
daughter and it is surmised took cramps or 
had a Eunslroko. The othor nioco, who was 
IS years old, is supposed to hu.vo rushed 
into tho water to their assistance, but; be- 
came entangled in her clothes and alt threo 
woro drownod. Tho only othor person pres 
ont was Mr, Faber's young son, a boy only 
Bomo threo years old and his cries Mrs 
Fabor hoard. She ran down to tho 
lako only to find tho doad body 
of tho littlo girl floating on tho wator, tho 
two young ladies having sunk boneath the 
surface. Sho roscuod tho body of hor child 
and carried it aBhoro, but had to go half a 
mllo to secure help, and it waB a long timo 
bofoie tho other bodios could bo rocovored. 
The funeral took placo on Sunday ovonlng, 



tho whole country side turning out to show 
thoir sympathy with tho family, who aro 
very highly thought of. Tho tbroo flowor- 
oovorod coffins woro placed upon a largo 
raft, which with itB sad burden was poled 
down tho lako to a boautiful spot round the 
point, whore among tho overspreading trees 
tho bodies wero intorred, Rov. Mr, Smith 
conduoting the sorviceB. 

THREE MEN HliOWNED. 

A VacUtlnc Party Capsizes a Few lilies 
From Port Angeles. 

By tho capsizing of tho sloop Pymont on 
Monday night, J. H. Johnson, Nets Nelson 
and John Ueibold, of Port Angeles, wero 
drowned. Tho threo mon went out for a 
sail in the afternoon, intonding to run aB far 
as Dungeness spit to look at tho wrook of a 
bark lying thoro. Thoy did not return and 
yosterday morning a German who liveB at 
Morso creek, four miles from Angeles, re- 
ported that ho had hoard crioa off tho shore 
tho night before, and ho guessed thoro had 
boon a drowning. Asked why ho had not 
gono out to render assistance ho hoartlesaly 
ropliod, " 0, I had not tho timo to bothor." 
At ouco a search party started down tho 
beach on horBobuck, whilo a boat was mado 
roady to go in search of tho miaaing aloop. 
Threo milos from town tho vessol was soon 
capsi/.od a short distanco off shore, ono 
of tho crow, Nelson, Btill hanging to 
hor. Encouragement was shoutod to him 
and ono of tho mon swam from the boaoh 
towards him, but tho unfortunato fellow, 
worn out with boing in tho wator all night, 
with a despairing ehako of bia head throw- 
up his handB and disappeared before ho 
could be reached. Johnson was a brother- 
in-law of Mr. ChaB. B. Mallotto formerly of 
this city, and was superintendent of tho 
Port Angoles water works, in which Nelson 
was hoad plumber. Johnson leavon a largo 
family but tho other mon woro unmarriod. 
Tho people of Port Angeles woro much in- 
censed against tho German for not making 
any attompt to roscuo tho men, and the 
gentleman who brought tho news horo from 
Port Angeles yosterday thought he would 
meet with pretty rough treatment if ho hap- 
pened to be caught. 

A RAILWAY CONSTiiUCTION ERA. 

President Van Home of the G.P.B. Kays British 
Columbia Will See It Soon. 

In the course of an interview with the 
Vancouvor World, Sir William C. Van 
Home, president of tho C.P.R , said on 
Saturday last that " whon a change took 
place in the monty market and tho stock of 
tho company increases in value tho contem- 
plated improvements would lis carried out 
here and olsowhero throughout thoprovinco. 
They wero also alive to tho importance of 
constructing a road from tho main line of 
tho C P R. into Cariboo, and that would bo 
one of tho OrBt important works to be un- 
dertaken in tho future. The intention was 
to build up ns far as Barkervillo. Then 
there were tho Nicola Valley and Chilliwack 
roads, all important ouoa, which would have 
to bo built. 

"British Columbia waB the only province 
in the Dominion in which thero would be 
another railway construction era, and as 
soon as the money markets of tho world 
eased up a little that period would arrivo. 
The company had many inquiries from 
abroad regarding this province. He regard- 
ed tho echeme worked out by the Hon. Mr. 
D*vio to build tho Nakusp & Slocan railway 
as tho only sensible ond business-like propo- 
sition wh ch could bo mado, and he was sure 
tho people would yet approve it."

Why He Lei'c Cincinnati Suddenly- 
" In the Shadow of the 
Tomb " 



Saved by au Anarchist Just as His 
Life Was About to Be 
Taken. 



New York, Ju'y 17. — A special to tho 
Sun from Cincinnati saya : Tho Enquirer 
prints tho following iliaputch from Chicago 
in regard to tho doparture of Mr. Pullman 
from that town : It is not strange that 
(ieorgo M. Pullman left thiB city suddenly 
to retreat successively to his summor homo 
on tho Atlantic coast und his oaBtlo upon 
an inaccessible island in the St. Lawronco 
river. The rich fugitive was marked for 
assassination by a band of anarchists, and 
he, while knowing something of tho plot, 
doeB not know how near ho wa« to a violent 
end. Yet ho stood within tho shadow of 
tho tomb. A pressure of the tingor would 
have forever removed him from tho scones 
of life. All this hos leaked out from certain 
detectivo circles. 

It has been ascertained that a couple of 
dayB after tho American Railway Union de- 
clared its boycott, it was rosolved by a group 
of anarchists that Mr. Pullman Bhould be 
" re noved." He was shadowed by threo 
men, one of carried a revolver. Juat where 
they obtained tho opportunity to cury out 
tho decree of anarchy is not known, but it 
is within the information of certain persons 
hero that the muzzlo of the gun woa 
but a fow feet from Mr. Pullman's 
b ck when the arm of tho would bo. 
h.urdorer was stayed. Tho man who 
thus interfered is a well-known labor 
agitator, whoso speeches on the lako front 
caused the polica to Buspoct him as an an- 
archist. Ho has delivered speochos in a 
number of cities sinco tho striko began, and 
has beon mixed up in big political uffiirs in 
the Far WeBt, at all timos commanding tho 
widest attention wherever he went. It wos 
hio opinion that the Blaying of Pullman 
would not accomplish anything at thiB time, 
but would rather bo an injury to the thou- 
eands of workingmen who aro engaged in a 
boycott against the millionaire. 

Tho scene, according to tho description 
furnished, was a most dramatic one. The 
appointed executioner had his weapon, 
which was lovoled at the back of tho un- 
suspocting capitalist,* when the savior soi/.id 
tho wrist and whispered into tho exe- 
cutioner's car to desist. Thero wsr a slight 
struggle and the would-be murderer wan 
disarmed. No wordB wore spoken and 
satisfied that another attompt would be 
made to kill Pullman, the labor agitator and 
a fow friends quietly informed those nearest 
to him that it would bo beat for him to re- 
main away for a time. It was not because 
there was a wiEh to savo hia life, as a human 
being, but rather to protect the ciuso of 
labor, whioh would havo been materially in- 
jured by asaaBBination. 

Mr. Pullman was Boon speeding on hia 
way to Hollywood, N. J , where his soasido 
cottage ia located. He remained thero in 
semi-secluaion for a couple of daya, but be- 
ing found out by representatives of the 
press, ho concluded to leave. Whother ho 
feared the vengeance of the anarchists is 
Bimply speculative, but it ia known that 
his departure for the St. Lawrence rivor waa 
hurried as had been his departure from Chi- 
cago. The man who Baved his life is a 
thorough going anarchist, and at any other 
time, it is claimed, would not hesitato to 
execute the will of his group. In order to 
prove his assertions as to tho attempt he 
exhibited such evidence as to surrounding 
circumstances as to fully convince all con- 
cerned. 



FEW STRIKE INDICATIONS. 

The Main Source of Dlllleulty the Handling 
of the Freight UiiBlness. 

SEATTLE, July 1". — From the appoaranco 
of tho railroad yards yesterday a caauai ob- 
server would aee nothing to indicato that a 
great atrike was in exiatonco. Freight and 
paaaenger trains left and arrived regularly 
ou the Lake Shore road, and passenger 
trains on tho Northern Pacific were on time 
Tho freight buainees is quite another thing 
Considerable trouble is being experienced to 
got that line of tho business properly 
Btarted. " Tho fitc'lity with which it will 
bo done will depend a great deal on tho 
action of the ongineera at Tacoma," Baid 
one ollicial. "Should they return to woik 
we will have but little trouble. If, how- 
over, they refuae we will bo put to tho delay 
and annoyance of breaking in new man.'' 

Only tho regular company watchmen are 
on duty at the engine yards, a3 the com- 
panies have concluded that there is no 
danger of any injury being dono to the 
proper y A few regulars are still to be 
secu p.-jitg about doing nothing. The 
general trallio deportment of the Northern 
Pacifio company n itilied tho local offioe 
yesterday afternoon to accept freight for all 
poit.ts on the lino. Presumably freight will 
only bo accepted bubjoct to delay, as the 
cthcidls have no doubt in Borne instances 
thoro will bo Blight dolay. 

A report by a doputy marshal that the 
Carbonado train had been tired on near 
South Prairio was brought to the city. The 
train was running along towards Tacoma 
about 9 30 in tho evening when a volley of 
shots rung out, striking the cara in many 
places. There wero Unitod StatcB troops on 
board, and the train was immediately 
brought to a standstill. By thifl time all 
firing from tho brush alongside of tho road 
had ceoM'M, but tho regulars jumping to tho 
ground poured several volleys into tho thick 
woods. No answer was returned and it ia 
believed that the men in ambush had fled. 



EDI'IOfi AiEDlLL'S VIEWS. 

Opinions of the Editor of the Chlcnu'o 
" Tribune '' us to the .Strike and Its 
Outcome. 

New YoKK, July 17.— Among tho replies 
rccoived by tho World to a request for viows 
us to tho Pullman striko waa tho following 
from Joseph Medill, editor of tho Chicago 
Tribune : 

"I believe the result of thie striko will 
bo of groat bonetit to this country. It is 
like a thunderstorm that suddenly «weep» 
up, purities the atmosphere and results in a 
better supply of health-giving ozone. It 
will rcault in eongrcBS devising laws whereby 
diaputos between railroads and their om- 
ployes will bo harmoniously af'juatod, I 
havo great faith in tho Anglo-Saxon race to 
govorn themselves Tho pooplo havo been 
asleep until awakened by this great 
economic earthquake. 1 bolicvo that in 
twelvo montliB wo will havo lawa thut will 
provide for tho full settlement of future dis- 
orders. I think tho contract system can be 
applied auocesBfully by the roilroads."

RE REFUSE BURNING. 

To the Editoh:— As in your isiun of 
to-day you print a letter from Mr. StlckelB 
to the city council in full, whereas in your 
it sue of the 0th lust., tho report of the.coui - 
oil mooting contains only a casual notice ot 
my letter on tho same aubjeoi, may I trea 
pass on your indulgence in publishing my 
letter in full, and also a few additional ex- 
planatory romarkB. 

My lettor is ns follows : 

"AS KEG AKDS A CITV REFUSE BUHNER. 

"9th July, 1891. 
" To the Worshipful the Mayor and City 
Council 

"GENTLEMEN:— I have the honor to re- 
port that in accordance with the resolution 
of the oounoil nf thn 2fith ult., I had two in- 
torviowB with Mr. StickelB at his office, but 
regret to state that no conclusion could 
bo arrived at with regard to my 
proposal for burning tho city refuse 
under tho boilers of tho now olootric 
light plant. Mr. Stickols thought the idea 
a good ono and had no doubt it would work 
well, but suggested that it should bo placed 
under a boiler entirely aoparate from those 
of the oloctrio light plant; the stoam pro- 
duced by it being permitted to escape up 
the chimnoy. As this would be costly and 
serve no useful purposa when completed 1 
think no good could come of any further 
discui Hon. 

I would again respectfully submit that by 
tho burning of the city rofuso undor ono of 
the new boilers an immediate saving would 
be effeotod of tho omouut now paid for its 
diapoaal, bosides a material i eduction in the 
coul bill. 

" I have tho honor to bo, etc." 
At tho first of tho meetings alluded to in 
my lotter, Mr. Stickeli auggeeted that ono 
of tho boilora of tho proeent plant be uaod ; 
but I auggoBted in reply that as he is speci- 
fying for auch a auporubundanco cf boiler- 
power ono of tho new onea be apared for that 
purpoee. 

At our aocond interview, during a long 
conversation, partly on this und partly ou 
irrelevant subjects, Mr. StickelB Buggested 
our Bending a joint lottor to tho council cm- 
bodying his viov/B as stated in my lotter, 
and olfering mo in consideration thereof the 
Buporintondence of tho station when com- 
pleted, and statod that he possessed suffi- 
cient itlluencc with tho council for that pur- 
pose ; which, aa ho said, embraced tho 
Mayor and Meeara. Munn, Humphrey and 
Dwyor ; and aa the reat wero my friendB, 
why the thing might be considered aettled. 
I assured Mr. Stickols that up to that time I 
had not boon a candidate. We parted on 
the understanding that wo were to tako a 
week to think it over, and accordingly, on 
Thursday week, I called at hia ollico to toll 
him that my views had in no way changed, 
but unfortunately the oflice was closed. On 
the following Monday I again called, but aa 
he was again absent I left a note for him to 
that etFuot, and afterwards wrote tho above 
lettor to tho council. 

With regard to Mr. Stickels' letter to tho 
council ho states that ho has oarefully gone 
over tho matter, etc; he does not 
say that ha said he expected to 
find a complicated machine but was 
surprised to find it quite simple. 
He says my process is partly original with 
myseli ; if ho will eliminate tho word 
"partly " he will be altogether correct. In 
designing tho furnaco I have proposed, I 
have taken no idea of any kind from any 
other person. That this particular kind of 
furnace has not been tried is quite true, 
for it will bo automatic in its action ; but to 
show that refuse burning furnaces are in 
successful operation I would refer him to 
Mr. Ledingham's letter in your issuo of tho 
8th inat. , and also to an editorial paragraph 
iu an Amoricau mechanical paper named 
Power for the current month — a papor 
much read by engineers and electricians. 
Mr. Stickels devotes the remainder of his 
letter to a dissertation on the demerits of 
patent Btnokeless (amoke consuming ?) fur- 
naceB, and from it concludes that my fur- 
naco would be better somowhere else. Why 
he Bhould introduce this subjaot I am at a 
loss to understand, for 1 totally disclaim 
any conneotion betwoen the two BuhjectB. 
If Mr. Stickels had extended his twenty 
years to a hundred ho would still bo within 
tho mark, the earlier years of this century 
fairly teeming with patent, smoke consum- 
ing furnaces. Patent doors, admission of 
air in front of, through, and bohind the 
bridges, mechanical stokers, revolving 
grates, and movable bars, all had their 
prototypes more, than fifty yeara ago ; and 
yet in my opinion tho beat emolio consum- 
ing apparatus ia a properly designed and 
proportioned furnace and careful hand fir - 
ing. Put what has this to do with burning 
retuae? In tho designing of my furnuco I 
meroly considered the large amount of in- 
combustible matt rial to be dealt with, as 
well as its steady aud continuous removal, 
leaving the smoko consuming part of the 
question to take care of itself. 

In conclusion I will only add that, aa I 
havo already Btated at a meeting of tho 
council I took this question up con amore, I 
offered them the designs, I offered to make 
all the drawings, got out tho specifications, 
superintend its construction and ensure 
ita Buceeaa, not asking for any 
remuneration whatever. I am ufraid, how- 
over, from tho opposition I havo mot with 
not only from Mr. Stickels but in other 
quarters, I ahull not have much chanco of 
showing the city how to savo $8,000 a year 
and at tho eamo time materially reduce its 
coal bill. Hut in any caae, as 1 am uBking 
nothing for its reception, eo I can roll up 
and pu away my drawings, being n mo tho 
loaor by its r-jectior'. D. CARTMEL.

VICTORIA'S WATER SUPPLY. 

The conclusion arrived at by tho City 
Council with respect to tho city's water 
supply is a common-Benae ono. The coun- 
cillors 6cem to be impressed with tho neces- 
sity uf supplying the citizens with pure water. 
The water which thoy givo the citizens to 
drink must beforo all things be free from 
substances injurious to their health. The 
ii rat thing to do in order to bring about a 
better state of tilings is to find out whether 
the water of Elk Lake is really bad, This 
can only bo done by having it tested by 
ekilful analystB who aro provided with 
everything necessary to enable them to make 
a rosily scientific analysis. Tho nature 
of the water being known it would 
not, wo should say, « bo very hard 
to find out whether tho citizens can 
contime to ubo it any longer with eufety. 
If it ia contaminated the nature and the 
source of tho contamination can be readily 
discovered, and if it cm be purified the 
means of purification can bo pointed out 
and adopted. 

For our own part we are fully convinced 
that if the water of Elk Like is bad it is 
inherently impure, and that it will bo very 
difficult, if not impossible, to mako it fit for 
human consumption. Anyone who exam- 
ines the lake and the aroa from which it 
ia fed must bo convinced that it would 
be almost impossible to find a aouroo of a 
city's water supply moro favorably Bituated. 
Tho land is in auoh a condition that the 
water that enters the lake must be almost 
as pure as when it fell from the clouds. 
There iB not a town or u village on the ares, 
and very few Bottlers. Elk Luke, uuliko 
many bodies of water from which cities re- 
ceive their supply, is not the receptacle of 
sewage. There is at present no apparent 
source of contamination except some stumps 
and logs lying in tho water, and, it may bo, 
some decaying vegetation at its bot- 
tom. Tho water both of Elk Lako 
and Heaver Lnko is clear and limpid and 
iiwent to tho taste. No ono would Imagine 
from its appearance and tho appoaranco of 
its surroundings that it contains impurities. 
But it must not bo forgotten thut tho ap- 
pearance of water is deceptive. Water may 
be clear and sparkling and oven pleasant to 
tho taste, and still bo almost if not alto- 
gether poisonous. But it is well to know 
thut tho water of this solitary lake ia not 
unpleasant either to tho Bight or the taste, 
and that; thcro is nothing on it or near it 
unpleasant to seo or to think of. 

It is groatly to bo regrotted that, the filter 
beds liavo been allowed to f.ill into disuse. 
It is true that tho water before it enters tlio 
pipes must pass through fino metal strainers, 
but strainers, that muat bo periodically 
cloauod i>nd put in position are not like 
filtcrB, which do their work automatically 
and do not neod such close and constant 
attendance as tho strainers. 

How tho water is troatod after it leaves 
tho lako only tho initiatod know. It scorns 
to us that there must be groas neglect and 
moat culpablo mismanagomont whon tho 
sweet and clear wator of tho lako beforo 
it reaches tho consumer is transformed 
into a turbid and foul-smelling liijuid. 
This in soino instances, is undoubtedly 
the ciae, and it is for tho City Council to 
find out tho oiuso of this evil ar.d to remedy 
it if it can bo remedied. 

It, goes without Buying that tho oitUana of 



Victoria must havo pure water. Such wator 
la a neoeaaary of life, and if tho water of 
Elk Lsko ia nob puro and cannot bo made 
puro, it ia dear that the Corporation muBt 
look elsowhero for a supply. Tho oitizons 
cannot and ought not to toleruto a bad wator 
Bupply as to oithor quality or quantity. 
Thoy must havo purs wator and plonty of it. 

Wo truat that tho City Council whon 
it begina tho work of improvement 
will continue it energetically and honestly. 
It should not allow any consideration to 
stand in tho way of giving tho citizens 
tho boat water supply availablo. It should 
not tolerate for a moment longer than is 
necessary water that is known to be bad 
and it should soo to it that tho wator ser- 
vioo is intolligontly und vigorously adminis- 
tered. No ono connected with it Bhould bo 
allowed to bo either luzy, stupid or negli- 
gent. We aro very much afraid that tho 
work of supplying the oity with water has 
hitherto been done in an exceedingly slip- 
shod manner. It is high time that a reform 
should bo inaugurated. 

A WISE DETERMINATION. 

We aro very glad indeed to learn that Sir 
William C. Von Uorno says that tho com- 
pany of which ho is President aro deter- 
mined " to render tho track of tho C. P. R. 
in British Columbia tiood proof at any coat." 
Thia determination means a great doal for 
tho settlers in tho Eraser River valley, pro 
sent and futuro. Making tho track Hood 
proof really means making tho wholo valley 
flood-proof. If Sir William Van Horno i 
determined that thia shall bo done; it will bo 
done if it is within the bounds of possibility 
When wo saw tho trallio and travel on the 
C. P. R. stopped by tho flooda wo 
felt satisfied that something like this would 
tako place. It is so ovidently tho interest 
of tho Canadian Pacific Company to provont 
iu jury to its road from such a flood as dovas 
tated tho Eraser River valley a few wooks 
ago that wo felt suro that its vigorous and 
far-seeing President would not givo tho 
watera moro than time to subside when he 
would set about doing what is necessary to 
prevent a recurrenco of the disaster. 

Tho Dominion Government, tho Provin- 
cial Government and tho Eraser River 
farmer?, as woll aa the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, are intereated in making 
tho valley of the Eraser " flood proof." Horo 
wo havo tho elements of a veiy powerful 
combination that can successfully carry out 
uny work that is within the power of human 
skill and enorgy to acoompliah. If this 
combination is formed, as wo hopo and bo 
lieve it will be, the settlers rn tho Eraaer 
River valley will in tho futuro have nothing 
to fear from tho overflow of tho river. Tho 
atrougeat of all forcea, self preeei vation, 
will draw them together. The work should 
be done with the view not of advancing tho 
interests of any ono member of tho eombin 
ation, but to secure tho safety of the pro- 
perty of them all. We truat aoon to bo in a 
position to congratulate the- farmera of tho 
Eraaer and tho inhabitants of tho Provinco 
generally on the fact that a work haa been 
undertaken which will atcuro tho valley 
from injury by floods, and which will mak 
fit for settlement a largo area of tho best 
land in the Province. 



A THREATENED CHANGE. 

General Schofield is of opinion that the 
United States needs a much larger standing 
army than it now possesses. This i8 great 
ly to be regretted. It waa long tho boast of 
the United States that were it not for the 
Indians tho Great Republic would have no 
ubo for an army. I: was alleged that tho 
civil power was quite suflL-ient to keep tho 
peace und to enouro tho enfoi cement of tho 
laws. Hut it ia found that in times of any 
disturbance that is ut all unuBual tho ordin 
ary oflicers of tho law are useless. Thia 
waB clearly aeon in the Coxey movement. 
When tho " army " took it into ita head to 
do an unlawful act, Etich aa stealing a train, 
tho local authorities in most places could 
not be depended upon. It waa Govornor 
Pennoyer who said in effect that he did not 
care a snap who got tho upper hand, tho 
ollijers of tho law or tho Industrials, und it 
was Governor Waito who actually took the 
part of tho strikers againat the marshals 
appointed by tho Federal court. In Cali 
fornia the other day tho militia re 
fuBed to protect tho property of a rail 
way company againat a mob of strikors 
and in Chicago millions of dollars' worth of 
property was destroyed while the civil and 
civic authorities looked on with apparent 
indifference, It was not until the regular 
army was placed at tho service of tho au- 
thorities that disorder ceased and property 
was respected. We aro therefore not sur- 
prised that General Scliofiuld, seeing all thl 
and a yroat deal more, came to the conclu 
sion that tho Federal Government needs u 
much stronger force than it has now at its dis 
posal. This is a reproach to republican insti 
tutionH and generally to popular governmen 
of any kind. It did not require muol 
saguciiy to boo that such disorders us wero 
witnessed in Chicago and elsewhere must 
suroly end, if not checked in time, in mill 
tary despotism. 

Wo Canadians should learn a lesson fron 
what is happening in tho United StattB 
Tho live millions of inhabitants of this Do 
minion do not need a corporal's guard of 
regular soldiers to maintain ordor und to on- 
force tho laws. Thoro is, it is truo, a per- 
manent corps of mounted polico In the 
Northwest Territories, but thoy aro noodod 
to koop the Indian population in awo. In tho 
populous provinces regular soldiers aro con- 
spicuous by their absonco. Except for pur- 
poses of show and ceromony men in military 
uniform aro hardly ever soon in tho largo 
cities of tho Dominion. Tho people aro luiv- 
ubiiling. Tho machinery of tho law may bo 
aid to bo Btilf-acting, It has no backing of 
physical force that can bo seen. 

This ia a happy Btate of thinga und one of 
which Canadians may well bo proud. It 
allows that thoy uro worthy of tho almost 



unlimited dogroo of self -government whioh 
thoy enjoy. It is dovoutly to bo 
hoped that thia happy atato of 
thinga will continue, There aro no 
indications at preaont that a change for tho 
worso ia at hand. Tho country from Cape 
Breton to Vunoouvor Island is, if poaciblo, 
moro peaceful and more law-abiding than 
ovor it was. Bill tho influencj of example 
iB strong. It may happen thut thoro are 
men who aro only waiting for an opportuni- 
ty to do in Canada what tho followers and 
helpers of Debs havo been doing in the 
Unitod States. If there are auch it would 
bo woll for them to tako warning by what is 
going on now in tho Unitod States. There 
aro very many who believe aa General 
Schofield believes, men who would extond 
tho powers of the Government und who would 
curtail tho privileges of tl e peoplo, Already 
uro there nowspapers in tho Unitod Statos 
whioh aro exclaiming against universal suf- 
frage. They a (feet to seo In it a danger to 
tho State, und who knows that, backed by u 
large stuuding army. Congress may not at 
somo day in tho not distant futuro tako 
from hundreds of thousands of men who aro 
now American cltizsns the most valuable of 
tho privileges of citizenship. Tho best and 
the .ltirest way to preserve our liberties iB to 
make a right and reasonable use of them, 
for as soon us wo begin to abuse them there 
are men who will combino to deprive ua of 
them. And this in a country disturbed and 
terrorized by what appoars to bo unaroliy is 
not so ditlijult us it ut lirRt sight appears, 
All Canadians can look with pleasure and 
prida on tho present condition of their 
country. Cun our neighbors south of tho 
national boundary do aa much ? 

SLOW WORK. 

Tho Conferenco Committee of tho two 
Houses of Congiess on tho tariff bill is not 
mak'ng very rapid progresa. Tariff reform 
in tho Statea ia a work of very great drtli- 
culty. Any attempt to lessen the protection 
hitherto enjoyed by any industry of tho 
lenst importance is certain to bo vigorously 
opposed. There aro combinations within 
combinations continually on tho watch to 
retain advantages already posseBBed and to 
prevent other combinations getting udvan 
tagca that they aro looking for. Tho 
changes made by tho committee bo 
far are few and not by any meaiiB 
important. Coal remains at -10 centa, and 
the duty on iron ore is retained. No 
change, that wo can aee, has been made in 
lumber. It in said that tho Committee ia to 
report to day, and it is txpec'.ed that tho 
roport will bo u disagreement. Hut it iB not 
Bafe to put fuith in any American forecast, 
particularly about tho tarill' Rjliunco 
may sometimes bo placed on tho record of 
accomplished facts, but it is never wise to 
placo the slightest fuith in u political pre 
diction. It will bo known what the tariff 
ia to bo when the bill receives the Presi 
dent's aanction. Hardly before.

AFTER tho hearing of numerous witnesses, 
the information charging Williom Nicholas 
with poiaoning William B. C. Mewbern's 
terrier dog waa diamissod in th'o police court 
ycaterduy Mr. Mowborn ib postmaster 
anil storekeeper at Oaklands ; Mr. Nicholas 
iB his neighbor, and the two hud a littlo dis- 
agreement about six mouths og > which hue 
n suited in bad feeling between them ever 
since. O.i the !).h of tho present month, Mr. 
Mewbern's rlog waa alive, and, as tho owner 
depoaod, " apparently enjoyn g tho most 
perfect health." Tho following morning at 
S-.20 ho diod in convulsions, and waa in- 
terred. Then, suspicions of poisoning, Mr. 
Mowborn had tho body exhumed and a post 
mortem examination performed by Dr. Ham- 
ilton, with an analysis of the stomachic con- 
tents by the government analyst, Mr. 
Herbert Carmiohael. Tho result was 
that a verdict wia returned by tho 
former expert, of "('oath by itryehnino." 
Mr. Mowborn at onco concluded that M r. 
Nicholas had poisoned tho animal, and meet- 
ing him in tho vicinity of tho post cilice, 
informed him that " if it wasn't for tho law 
ho would wring his — — nock." 
Instead of adopting thia method of avenging 
his deceased dog, ho ultimately had tho 
supposed offender summorud to appear in 
the city polico court. In the witness box 
the defendant testified thut he had pur- 
chased "Rough on Rats" at Cochrane & 
Munn's drugstore, and had notified his 
neighbors that the poison was laid for rats, 
advising them to keep their dogs at home. 
He had then poisoned several pieces of 
bread and laid them in his own woodshed, 
where rats and mice wero in the habit of 
oongrrgating, carefully locking tho door. 
The only theory now demanding attention 
is that tho poisoned rata lived long enough 
to get outside of the woodshed, and tho dog 
assisted the poison in their destruction, and 
was thereby killed himself.

Hie Oxford Men Defeat the Repre- 
sentatives of Yale— Exciting 
Coutests. 



Details of the Different ExerciseB— A 
Very Interesting Series of 
Events. 

London, July 10. — The crack uthlotea of 
Oxford triumphed ovor tho champious of 
Yale at tho Queen's Club, West Kensington, 
to-day after u sonsational tournament in 
which tho Yalo boys, though boaten, wore 
by no moans disgracod. Rain poured down 
almost unceasingly from noon until tho pro- 
gramme waa moro than half dooidod and tho 
sodden condition of the track and infield 
played huvoo with the form of tho Amori- 
cina. Tho Vale moa aro but littlo accus- 
tomed to heavy giing, whilo tho Oxford 
cracks havo baon inured to all kinds of 
atmospheric freaks during tho early 
spring campaign. Had Jupiter Pluvius 
held aloof tho indications aro that tho re- 
sult would havo been a win or M worst, 
a tie for tho Americans. As it was, if 
V\ oodhull hud run up to form in the half- 
mile, the mutch would have resulted in a 
tio with tho four and a ha f wins to tho 
credit of oaeh team. Oxford drew (irat 
blood in the hundred yard daah which Aah- 
loy Pond, jr., of Yalo, wub thought to havo 
at his mercy. Tho Detroit hoy was all at 
Boa on tho soft track and could not livo at 
tho puco aot by G. Jordan and C. B. 
Fry, of Oxford. The latter got over tho 
ground in lino stylo und finished too fust for 
Jordan, whom ho led about half a yard at 
the tape. A similar diHtanco separated Jor- 
dan and Sanford. The jubilation of Oxford 
was short-lived, as O. Hickok xad A. J. 
Brown of Yalo outclassed Robertson, the 
English intercollegiate crack, in tho ham 
mer throwing contest. Hickok favored 
his weak kneo so much that ho foulod tho 
circle threo timoB. He gave tho aaaemblud 
Amoricaua a big scare, but ho made amends 
eoon after by hurling tho rnisailo 110 feet 5 
inches. Tho Y'alo second strint', A. J. 
Brown, boat Robertson a yard for second 
place. Hickok's winning performance was 
almost 15 foot bohind Mb best record. Y'alo 
colors fluttered uneasily as the hurdle racers 
crossed tho infield to tho starting point on 
the backstrotch. Taking timo as a standard 
E C. Cady had tho pace of his rivals und 
Bomo fancy odds wero laid on tho American 
inter-college champion. Ho flattered his 
admirers for a time, but could not shako oil' 
Oikley of Oxford. The latter got away 
Blowly, but came with a rush half way 
through and won by a yard. Cady atruck 
tho laat obstacle and came to grief, loaviug 
Hatch to finish aecond. 

This event waa tho turning point of the 
contest, but Y'alo struggled on with un- 
flinching courago. Sanford went for all he 
was worth to capture the quarter mile, but 
he had not Bpeed enough to stall ( IT Jordan's 
challenge in tho stretch and tho English in- 
teroollege champion won by two yards. 

Fresh courago fired ihe American conting- 
ent when tho stars and etripos wero seen 
fluttering aloft in tho infield and tho news 
was wafted to them that L. P. Sheldon of 
Yalo had beaten C. B. Fry, the part holder 
of the world's record for tho broad jump. 
Tho defeat of Fry was tho great upset of the 
day, particularly as his form iu tho dash 
had shown him to be in fine condition. Con- 
sidering tho atato of tho ground, it was 
something to find three men clearing ovor 
22 feot, whilo Sheldon's jump of 22 feet 11 
inches waa littlo short of marvolloua under 
the circumstances. Ho went within a quar- 
ter of an inch of the Knglish and American 
inter collegiate record. Tho shot putting 
further increased the Yule score, as A. F. 
Mating, the Oxford champion, had not a 
ghost of a chance against audi a pair of ( x 
perta as Hickok and Brown. 

Then came tho crucial teat, and with two 
events remaining, Yalo had scored threo 
wins to Oxford's four, and tho American 
colony could not figure any ono but Wood- 
hull winner of the HSU yards run. Tho good 
thing was hopoleBaly boaten and the Oxford 
pair, W. H Greenhow, Exeter, and F. \V. 
Rithbone. Now, had tho finish between 
them. This gave Oxford their fifth win 
and aettlod tho question at isauo. Sheldon 
was egiin a tower of strength in tho high 
jump and wont within a most tantalizing 
margin of winning, without actually doing 
the trick, iv D Swan wick, tho Knglish 
inter-colli giato champion, was Buid to fear 
no ono but K. C. Cady and tho latter waa in 
difficulties aiier clearing ij feet 7j inches. 

Sheldon got an inch higher, but there ho 
and Swanwick stuck. Extra jumpa failed 
to boIvo tho problem, and aa Oxford's win 
of tho half mile had token away Y'alo's last 
chance, tho tie waa allowed to stand. 

Fry's victory in the opening events was 
greeted with shouta of applauBo by tho 
natives present, but tho Ameriuins had 
their innings ehortly when Hickok toseed 
the hammer to victory. 

Hildegard started on a puco making mis- 
sion for Greenhow in tho mile, but Morgan 
saw through tho game and stuck the (irat 
Btring. Greenhow left him at thut and won 
in a lope amidst tremendous cheering rum 
tho Britishers. Sheldon turned out after 
the jump wearing a plaster on his left knee, 
llio performance under tho circumstunces 
was highly creditable, Tho iiuurter was 
ono of tho stur events of tho day. Jordan 
led for a furlong when Sanford need past 
and went, for tho top corner at sprinting 
snoed. Jordan used hia knowledge of tho 
truck to advantage, and nursed himself to 
the stretch and gradually wore down tho 
Yulo man. Tho winner was all out and 
dropped into C. N. Jackson's urina after 
crossing the lino. Tho finish of the SHI) 
yards run which gave the victory to Oxford 
was signalized by a sceno of wild excite- 
ment. Tho Oxonians made a ruth f«r 
Greenhow and carried him on their should- 
ers to tho pavilion. Tho consensus of opin- 
ion Kinong tho experts was that Yale men 
wero insufficiently trained. Following are 
tho results :

FRASER RIVER DYKING. 

Petition Forwarded by the Council of the 
Municipality of Mission to the Dominion 
Government. 

The following petition haa been forwarded 
to the Governor-General in Council by the 
Council of tho Mission municipality : 

To Bis Excellency the Governor-General in 
Council. 

Whereas tho present overflow of tho Eraser 
river has inundated a largo area of agricul- 
tural lands of tho Fraser rivor and caused 
great loss and suffering to tho settlers upon 
j them ; 

And whereas a largo quantity of lard 
within that area ia owned by the Dominion 
Government ; 

And whereas the prearrvation of the 
proper channel of tho river will require a 
thorough system of dyking, under tho con- 
trol of the federal or provincial governments, 
ot both combined ; 

And whereas tho jurisdiction over the 
Fraser river belongs to the Dominion gov- 
ernment, and not the Provincial govern- 
ment ; 

Therefore we, your petitioners, do bep 
that the Dominion government should un- 
dertake the establishment of a thorough und 
permanent syatem of dyking tho said lands 
at tho earliest posssible timo, with tuch 
asaiatunco as tho Provincial government may 
bo able to give. 

Wo would alao bog to draw your atten- 
tion to tho outlet of tho liver, that can be 
cut from Pitt river (which connects with 
tho Eraser) to join Burrard inlet at Port 
Mocey. This canal, which would materially 
lower tho water in tho Fraaer river, would 
bo able, io case of flood, to draw olf eurplus 
water within twenty-four hour?, Also a 
large body of fresh water continually flow- 
ing into Burrard inlpt would bo of in- 
estimable value in tho removal of barnacles 
and tho torido in the harbor.

Formation of an Association to Adjust 
Relations Between Capital 
and Labor. 



Manifesto of the Promoters— It Will 
Include Both Employer and 
Workman. 



Skattle, July 17. — Tho recent labor 
troubles have turned attention anew to the 
adjustment of tho relations of labor and 
capital on a moro satisfactory basis, and the 
result has been the preliminary organization 
in this city of what ia callod the Equitable 
League. About one hundred mombera are 
Slid to hrve already joined this body, which 
proposes to combine both omployor and 
workman in an effort to secure a more e(|ulc- 
able distribution of tho prico of their joint 
product. A committee, of which (J. A. La- 
layotto, president of the Western Central 
Labor Union, is chairman, was appointed at 
oneof tho preliminary meetings andpropared 
the following manifesto : 

"An association has been formed under 
the name of tho Equitable League, which 
has for its object tho sole purposo of accom- 
plishing the tquitablo distribution of oreated 
wealth among those who create it. No de- 
Btruotlon of present social conditionsor indi- 
vidual proporty righta ia contemplated ; on 
the contrary, it ia bolieved that theae comii 
tiona must continue to exist, that is, that 
the aim and ambition of pop"lo should re- 
main with the same sourco 01 gratification. 
What ia attacked by tho organization is the 
inequitable distribution of all wealth 
B8 it is created, by construing the whole ore 
ated woalth to bolong exclusively to one 
only of the agencies of ita creation. 

Tho broad ground ia taken that the ad 
vancement of liberty on tho part of the 
many haa been : First, from dictatorial 
Blavery to a physical freedom, or rather 
freedom in tho choice of masters. Secondly, 
our recognition of tho equality of all men ; 
that is, that birthright or family gave no 
peculiar rights, power or privileges. There 
now romaius but the emancipation from the 
theory that to tho fow belongs the j >int 
product of both tho few and tho many. 
While tho market may in a incaBure deter- 
mine tho current price of labor, it is con- 
tended that that alone should not be tho re- 
muneration of labor. It should bo allowed 
to shurc in what labor is as necessary to 
creato as capital. Tho theory of tho 
relation between labor and capital ia in sub- 
stance that capital Bays to labor : 

" 1 You devote your muscle, brain and 
skill toward tho creation or production of 
a certain article. While you are thus ou- 
traged I will provido you tho means of sub- 
sistence.' 

" Each having done its share, a given 
thing ia produced, The profit of that labor, 
maintained for the time being, should be 
proporty, and tho profit of both in propor- 
tion as tho ono or the other forms the greater 
part of the produced article. The subsist- 
ence of tho employes should be provided 
for and tho profit of that work should come 
to labor in dividends, just as it goes to 
capital upon tho realization of the profit. 
After that distribution the individual prop- 
erty rights of oach remain, subject only to 
the tquitablo distribution of wealth created 
by it later on. The only chango is that 
labor ia recognized as having higher rights 
than more market wages. The present 
theory is the outgrowth of all existing con- 
ditions, it is not a part of our statute law. 
The property righta now asserted and main- 
tained by our courts, which give to and 
recognize in capital all ownership of the 
product of labor and capital, are a part of 
the old common law. Hence concorted 
action can modify the present condition. 

"Incidental to tho main principle, and a 
necessity of its successful operation in many 
c.48ez, iB the determination of what is capi- 
tal. Over-capitalizition, speculative crea- 
tion of so-called capital, Is not real capital 
or wealth, be it in a railway, a sugar refin- 
ery or any other institution. Capital is a 
buna fide wealth, the representative coat of 
labor euC! a 'ned in creating the necessary 
thing." 

Tho loaguo so far as formed includes in its 
ranka not only workmen but omployera an "J 
some professional men who aro inte; cat0( | j n 
economics, and 1U R nout a week hold an 
onen 7, jC oMd£( to lay Its programme fairly bs- 
tcrb tilt) people. 

Aa will be seen from the manifesto, the 
o' ject ia to promote the adoption of the 
profit-sharing system with tho addition of 
loss sharing as well, and to influence legislu 
tion in favor of that system. This system, 
it ia claimed, would put tho relations of capi- 
tal and labor on tuoh an equitable busia that 
all excuse for strikes would bo done away 
with andlator would be given the best pos- 
aihlo incentive, self-interest, to faithful ser- 
vice. 

Tho profit-sharing ayatem, as adopted by 
ita pioneer, Lo Clairo, tho Paris decorator, 
has been put in successful practice with 
modifications and improvements at a town 
named Lo Clairo, in Illinois, which waa 
founded about seven yoars ago. Thia town 
now haB a population of 7,000 to 8,000, all 
of whom work under the profit-sharing 
system, the principal induatry being the 
manufacture of plumbers' suppliea. Tho 
employes aro paid the current wuges for 
their labor and the employer is allowed tho 
current rate of interest on hia capital with a 
salary aa manager, and at tho end of tho 
year tho profita aro distributed between 
capital and labor on an agreed basis. If tho 
year's operations should show a loss tho 
employes' aharo would bo deducted from 
their wuges, but the advocates of tho syBtem 
aay that such a thing haB nover been known 
in the wholo history of tho town, tho work- 
men's annual dividends having been equiva- 
lent to an advance in wages ranging from 40 
to SO por cent. Vet, tho books being open 
to tho workmen as stockholders, they would 
have clear evidence of tho losa and, it ia 
claimed, they could not object to bearing 
their share of it. 



STRIKE PRACTICALLY OVER. 

Pullman Men Becoming Unmanageable— They 
Have No Money and Are DIh- 
heartened. 

Chicago, July 16 —Thomas HeathorBcott, 
ono of tho leadera of tho Pullman strike 
committee, admits that tho strike, so far aa 
tho Pullman employee are concerned, ia 
practically over. According to his views 
the men have been literally Btarved ont. 
Tho differences between employer and em- 
pltyea, ho BayB, ia slight, a mero matter of 
rent. Mr. Heatherscott waa disheartened 
today. Ho said : "The men horo aro be- 
coming unmanageable. It takes all tho 
leaders can do to koop them in lino. Thoy 
hftvo no monoy. I boliovo that not one- 
third of thorn have onough money to pack 
up their goodB and movo aa far as Kensing- 
ton. I, mysolf, havo not a dollar in the 
hoUBe. Thoso who had a littlo saved up 
havo used it by thia time, und every day 
moro and moro aro coming to tho relief 
fund and drawing a small amount in order 
to keep alivo."

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THE COLONIAL TYPE. 

REVIVAL OF THE FURNITURE OF A 
CENTURY AGO. 



A Style Frou From Extravagance nnd lii- 
trcmc Conceits and Possessing Statollncsa 
Without Stiffness— -Tho Colonial MantolB. 
Typical Colonial Parlor Fully Furnished. 

The colonial stylo of hito years baa 
obtained ;> considerable degree of at- 
tention. Its revival is a renaissance of 
the colonial chairs, tables and cabinets 
of a century ago, and, although based 
upon classic lines, is a positive creation, 
characterized by charming individual- 
ity. The colonial mantels are construct- 
ive features of apartments and are 
usually of wood, bearing floral garlands 
and pendants in relief. The pillows 
bearing the shelves are lino examples of 
turnery, and much of the pleasing effect 
of tlte mantel is due to tho lino propor- 
tions maintained by the delivery of re- 
lief work in cornice and moldings, made 
more effective by ample and well con- 
sidered spacing. 

The most elaborate carving appears 
to have been reserved for the round cen- 
ter tables for parlors and drawing rooms, 
and a variety of small tables are notice- 
able for extreme refinement of lino. 
One admires the fine workmanship of 
the table, which after half a century of 
straining wear gives no sign of unsta- 
bleness, no wavering even of the extend- 
ed leaf that seems hung in tin; air. 

Colonial chairs are invariably to bo 
admired, combining as they do artistic 
beauty with strength. Tho backs gener-

ally show open work, as in railsorwavy 
forms radiating from the central stem 
below, the central panels bring more or 
less richly carved and frequently pre- 
senting a slightly concave surface. The 
settees have a solid seat beneath the 
back formed of panels. The backs, 
whether upholstered in textiles or in 
open framework, are rounded as they 
approach the sides. Carved scrolls forms, 
with ornate center, form tho usual top 
finish. Buffets or sideboards with tho 
unvarying celleret in tho center are 
stately in appearance without bring 
massive. The carving is merely applied to 
tho back in radiating curves with a fig- 
ure at the apex. Good proportions and 
high finish of surface, with metallic 
brass mountings, imparted to those side- 
boards an imposing appearance. Fine 
metal work in wrought iron and brass 
wtis tho pride of the colonial period, ac- 
cording to Tho Decorator and Furnisher, 
from which the foregoing is reproduced. 
If was sparingly and tastefully used in 
furniture and interior furnishings as 
bases fur pillars, as plaques and medal-

lions bearing figures remarkable for orig- 
inality and beauty. Metal, too, found a 
place in tho mounting of caskets, in 
hinges nnd flanges for doors and iu 
grilles displaying intricate intorlacings. 
In fine tho colonial is a distinctive 
style, that stands midway between tho 
empire on the one hand and the Chip- 
pendale on the other. 

A colonial apartment fully furnished 
is unique enough to inspire tho desire 
for possession iu the bosom of tho most 
indifferent dame.

Inn Jieons aro well known designations, 
but tin- latest fad is the "season lunch- 
eon. " Four tables are spread to repre- 
sent the four seasons.

The summer 
table i- a rose table, with white Havi- 
land, decorated with scattered rose- 
buds, the sweets and ices being rose 
tinted or si rved in the form of roses. 
Autumn will have the luncheon cloth 
strewn with cherries in their natural 
tints, bowls heaped with grapes and 
with the glowing red and yellow beauty 
of the nasturtium anil goldeurod, while 
the winter table may be appropriately 
modeled after the most suggestive deco- 
rations of that season. It is a growing 
custom to give a farewell luncheon or 
breakfast before going abroad for an ox- 
fended tour and have (ho decorations 
express a parting sentiment.

SOME OP THE NEW STOCKINGS, 
stockings are no longer plain affairs of 
solid color, but are as vivid in coloring 
and elaborate in design and trimming as 
the gowns of tho season. They como in 
every hue of tho rainbow, and often all 
the colors are combined in one pair in 
tiny silk stripes until tho effect is daz- 
zling. 

A decided nnd costly novelty is a pair 
of black silk hose, with the openwork 
instep wrought with jet. These are to 
be worn with a black satin slipper em- 
broidered with jet, or ono of patent 
leather, with a small jet buckle at the 
toe and a large one at tho instep. Red 
is used in hosiery tis profusely as in 
other parts of tho toilet. There are 
plain red, openwork stockings and all 
sorts of striking combinations, especially 
in red and black. These may bo worn 
with a red slipper with a black rosette 
or with a patent leather slipper deco- 
rated with a large red bow. To wear 
with the still popular black and white 
slipper there is a French stocking strip- 
ed in black and white. 

Russet shoes this season come iu till 
lightest shades — in fact, almost a yel- 
low. A late cut conies as high on tin 
instep as an Oxford tie, but the vexa- 
tious strings are roplaccd by three very 
large buttons. The correct stocking foi 
these shoes must bo of the same shade, 
with open work stripes covering the 
whole leg. Elaborate embroidered clocks 
are again in favor — in fact, any style 
of decoration seems to be accepted. In 
some of the most expensive hose strips 
of white or black lace are inserted. 
Many of the silk ones have the lower 
half black and the upper half of some 
delicate light shade. Where pink is 
used in this way the result has some 
thing the effect of half hose. White 
canvas shoes, with a white openwork 
stocking, are still to he worn with, 
gingham muslin dresses, says a writer 
in the New York Hun. 



How to Iron Table I.I i. 

After a cloth is properly sprinkled 
pull the diagonal corners as hard as pos- 
sible ami fold with a lengthwise crease 
through tin 1 middle. Roll smooth and 
tight and let it lio for 20 minutes. For 
rich damask or embroidered cloths put 
an extra blanket on the ironing table 
under its muslin cover. Lay the em- 
broidered part smoothly over it, right 
side down, and press with a heavy iron 
just below scorching heat. When al- 
most dry and very smooth, turn and iron 
on the right side, using very light irons 
on the embroidery and heavier ones on 
the -plain round. Stretch the fabric well 
with the hands before pressing embroid- 
ery. When the right side is properly 
done, fold it lengthwise along the mid- 
dle; then begin at one end and lay about 
six inches lightly fiver. Do not fold it 
down, but roll until all the length is 
ci liied. Go over the cloth twice or thrice 
with a hot iron, changing irons fre- 
quently. Iron fill the pattern shows 
plain on a glossy white surface. 

T1k> Best Brown Bread. 

A Massachusetts matron sent the fol- 
lowing to Good Housekeeping in re- 
sponse to a request for a recipe for the 
very best brown bread: Two cupfuls of 
granulated Indian meal, three-quarters 
cupful of rye, three-quarters cupful of 
flour', a teaspooufu] of soda, a cupful of 
molasses, 2 cupfuls at milk, half tea- 
spoonful of salt. Steam in a steamer 
about four hours. Three hours will do. 



ItouHf-liold Hints. 
One woman tells that, no matter how 
large tho spot of oil, any carpet orwool- 
en stuff can be cleaned by applying 
buckwheat plentifully, brushing il into 
a dustpan after a short time, and put- 
ting on fresh until the oil has disap- 
peared.

Wash red table linen in water in 
Which a little borax has been dissolved. 

A silver standard for menu cards has 
a convolvulus with its lip upturned at 
tho side. This is for fhe nosegay and 
is an idea that will appeal to the hospit- 
able hostess. 

Sheets folded across, bringing (ho 
wide and narrow hems together, then 
folded again, then ironed across both 
sides, are finished quickly and look as 
well ns if more time were spent on 
them.

THE .RAILWAY STRIKE. 

Archbishop Ireland Blnnira Labor 
und Praises Cleveland's 
Action. 

A Man May Cease, Work Bat Has No 
Ritfht to Coerce 
Otuers. 



CllIOAOO, July 17.— Archbishop Ireland, 
of St. Paul, being asked what ho had to Bay 
on tho railway Btriko said : 

" I disiiko to Bpeek of tho strike, beoiuso 
in so doing I shall blamo labor, whilo, bo- 
ciuae ot my deep sympathy with it, I should 
wish to have never aaid but words of praiso. 
liut in a moment of social crieis, Biich hb the 
ono through whioh wo are passing, it is a 
duty to epeuk loud and to make avoival of 
tho truths and principles which will savo 
aocltty und justice. Tho fatal mistake 
in connection with this Btriko is that prop- 
erty has b^en destroyed, tho liberty of busi- 
ness intoifored with, human Uvea endan- 
gered, Bccial ordor menaced and tho institu- 
tions und freedom of tho country put in 
most aeriuus jeopardy. Tho moment such 
things happen all poaeiblo ideations aa to 
tho righto and grievance.! ol labor must bo 
dropped out of sight und all ffTbrtB of law- 
ablniog citizens and of public officials niado 
to serve in maintaining tho public order and 
g i irding at all costs tho public welfare. 

" Libor must learn that, however sacred 
i'a rights be, thero is something above them 
ui d absolutely supreme — social oreier anel 
tho 1a wo of public juitice. There io no civil 
crime io hideous, so pregnant of ovil results, 
as resis ance to law and tho constitutional 
authority of tho country. This resistance ia 
revolution ; U bsgets chaos J it ia anarchy ; 
i' dUrup's the « hole social fabric. L'ibjr, 
too, must leurn the lesson that tho liberty of 
iho ciriz-n iB to be respected. Ono man baa 
the right to ccaBo from work, but ho hus no 
right to elrivo another man from work. He 
who respects not the liberty of others Bhows 
himself unworthy oi his own liberty anil 
Inoap'h'o of oitizenship in a freo country. 

" Kioia and mob rule, such as has occur- 
red in Chicago, do immense harm to tho 
oause of labor and set baok it b advance for 
wholo decades of ycaru. Lebor theroby 
loses tho eurnest pympathy of thousands of 
friouda and gives courage and triumph to ito 
enemicB. Worse yet, the principle of popu- 
lar government sutl'sra. It is no wonder 
that, reading of the occurreucea in America, 
Europe announces that tne republic is a 
fuiluro and that a strong monarchy only can 
hold society together. 

" I am far from aaying that labor has not 
had ita grievunco in America, nor tiiat 
redress must not he Bought. I would not 
respect the laborer who aeeka not to de- 
fend his rights and to improvo hia con- 
dition. But all this muBt bo done within 
tho linon of social order and law. Tho 
remedy for these ills is a healthy public 
opinion and fair public legislation, and 
all legitimate efforts in those directions, 
whether by single or united foics, are 
laudable. For my own purl, I believe the 
largo number of men who join strikes are 
more to be pitied than to bo blamed. They 
are lod by irresponsible and tyrr&nouB 
chiefs. L»bor unions have ono marked evil" 
in them, that they put tbo liberties of 
thousands in the hands of ono man or a few, 
who beoomo their ubaoluto masters, their 
despotic cz ira. 

"A solution of the differences between 
capital and labor is necessarily complex, 
and no ono preciso formvlu has been or 
cin bo found. A gimerous Benso of jus- 
tico toward all, a deep lovo of one's fel- 
lowe, und attentive listening to the teach- 
ing! of Christ will lead on all sides to a 
bettor understanding and to happier mu- 
tual relations. Certain it ia that 60 far 
as it is poeaiblo the liborer should not lack 
Bupport for himself und family. Ho should 
not bo overburdened either in weight or 
timo or labor; ho should ho treuteil as a 
rational und moral being, wilh all tho re- 
spect due hia human dignity. His remuner- 
ation, if diminished in periods of eleprcs- 
Bion, ahouid increase in porioda of pros- 
perity. 

"I approve highly of President Cleve- 
land's course in the strike. Ilia prompt 
action brought state and city < liiciala, citi- 
zens and strikers, to their senses, and cer- 
tainly, insofar as ho went, he had the legal 
right with him. Mr. Cloveland deserves 
well of tho nation, und of the people of 
Chicago in particular."
